A correspondent from the beleagured 


city writes : 


"Paris, invested by an immense army, 


isolated from the rest of the world, with 
its outer and inner .belt of fortifications, 
and inside the 'latter a complete network 
of barricades, with its 450,000 men under 
arms burning with patriotic enthusiasm 
of a certain kind, who camp in all its open 
spaces, exercise on its boulevards, line1 its 
ramparts, 
guard its gates, parade its 


street?, crowd its cafes and restaurants- 
Paris, with tho -wreck of an Empire not 
yet cleared away and a Provisional Gor- 
ernment of the best intentions incessantly 
assailed by a crowd of vain, crochety, or 
envious Democrats, who only wait their 
opportunity to seize the reins of power, is 
ot coarse no longer the gay and frivolous 
city of a few months ago. 
Luxury and 


display have ceased to Haunt there. BriU 
liant equipages, prancing horses, and liv- 
eried lacqueys have disappeared with their 
masters; gone alike are the meilleur and 
demi-mondes, the grandes dames, and the 
decorated marshals, the obseqiotis senators 
and tho cringing deputies, the viellards, 
biases and the jeunesse doree, Ihe male and 
female mouchards, the petits creves, and 
oocottes. Advocates and journalists, who 
govern us, with shopkeepers, working 
men, 
gardes mobiles, and concierges, arc 


the only classes that appear to bo left in

that restless inventive faculty 


which distinguishes tho Parisian is stilled, 
or at least turned into one particular 
channel—the national defence. There are, 
of course, no new fashions, plays, songs or 
music; no new book, pictures, bronzes or 
photogrrphs; no new jokes, and no new 
scandal, mid no news even, save what 
transpires within an area of some thirty 
square miles, which is the present limit of 
the influence exorcised by what French- 
men vaingloriously terra tiie capital of the 
world. The theatres are all closed; and 
as for songs, the Parisians have entirely 
given over piping; the jewelers and 
modistes have exhibited the same objects 
in their windows for now nearly a month 
past, and it is nearly tho samej with tho 
book and print sellers. AU the comic 
journals and fashion publications have 
ceased to appear, and there has not been a 
new novel since the commencement of tho 
war. The menus of the grand restaurants 
exhibit a painful uniformity; for Paris is 
without fish and without game, has hard- 
ly any poultry and very little meat, no 
rare vegetable?, and neither cheese nor 
even butter, on which the French cui- 
sine so largely depends. Europe no longer 
lays itself under contribution that Paris 
may dine sumptuously, and does not even 
care whether she dinea at all. Russia has 
given over sending its woodcooks, hazel 
hens and ptarmigans; Italy its kids, lark*, 
aud pheasants; England its grouse and 
mackerel; Norway its salmon and snipes; 
Germany its bares and hams; Spain its 
partridges and olives; Belgium its oysters 
and pigeons, and Holland its tnrbots and 
herrings. 
And it is the same with home 


consignments; one eould hardly expect 
that Strasbourg beseigcd sbonld send its 
pates de foio gros, Perigord forwards no 
more truffles, Fontainbloau no more frogs, 
and Burgundy no more snails. To-day, 
however, in Paris it is not so much'the 
question'as to wiiat one will dine of, as it 
ID of dining at all. 
Beef is so scarce that 


people positively fought for it in the 
butcher shops until these were provided 
with a citizen guard; and, just 23 the early 
bird obtains the worm, so it is the early 
diner at tho restauran't, and he alone, who 
secures the filet aux champignons or tho 
bifteck aux pommes. 


If tho news m the papers is limited, tho 


advertisements have almost entirely dis- 
appeared, and sue h as there are relate ex- 
clusively to preserved provisions, or to 
modes of preventing fire arising from n 
bombardment from spreading. 
An ex- 


tinguishing compound, into the constitu- 
tion of which we are told protoxyde of 
calcium enters, is offered at 12f. the square 
yard, common sand being 8f, with 3f. 
extra for laying it down. Protection, too, 
is ensured against bombs in tho shape of 
seeks of earth at 3f. each. A Mutual As- 
suranoe Association against rifks arising 
out of tho siege has been, moreover, es- 
tubli.sbed. 
It divides Paris into three 


zones, and crmrges a premium—half of 
which is payable in cash and the remain- 
ing half dependent on the amount of 
claims the associtition will be called upon 
to meet—of 1 per cent, on assurances of 
property situated within the inner zone, 
2 per cent, in thu intermediary zone, and 
y per cent, in tho exterior zone. On Oc- 
tober 7, within a week after the associa- 
tion was termed, it announced that it had 
already effected assurances for 250,000,- 
OOOf., or tea million sterling. 


As yet one only knows of Paris being 


really besieged bv the occasional rumbling 
of distant cannon, but that the bombard- 
ment is believed to be imminent is appar- 
ent from the fact that the Government 
have given notice to the holders of all 
spirits stored at the entrepot of Bercy to 
remove their stocks, «nd bury them be- 
neath sand, within three days from the 
4th of October. Official notices, moreover, 
cover the walb and crowd the newspapers, 
setting, fourth the hundred and one pre- 
cautions to be taken in case such an event- 
uality as a shower of shells deluging Paris. 
Ample referviora of water are to bo provi- 
ded, and buckets filled with water are to 
be kept in readiness on every story. The 
curt-yards and upper floors of all houses 
aro to bo cleared of comustibla materials; 


all curtains nnd hinging* thftt can be dis- 
pensed with, and all books and papers are 
to be removed; easy means of access to 
the roof of all bousea are to be provided, 
and sacks of earth are to be kept in readi- 
ness to close the openings in'toe basement 
stories..

South African Diamonds. 


TWO EXTRAORDINARY OEMS—THE LDCKT 


WEEK—FtFJT DIAMONDS ES OKE DAT. 
The mails from Cape Colony bring in- 


formation respecting an unusually fortuu- 
ate week in the diamond diggings. The 
stone discovered by Mr. Parkes, referred 
to in the following article from tho Cape 
Argut, is valued at from $40,000 to $45,- 
000. He had offered the night before to 
sell bis claim for fifteen shillings. The 
other' large diamond is estimated as of 
nearly equal value with that of Mr. Parked: 


There are two ways by which Cape peo- 


ple judge of the. success of the now-estab- 
lished diamond industry. Tho first and 
most important.is the actual yield of dia- 
monds, and the second the successful and 
paying occupation found for diggers. As 
far as tbo first is concerned, the news of 
the fortnight is most satisfactory. We 
should say that both the number and value 
of diamonds found ha» been greater than 
in any previous fortnight since the dig- 
gings commenced, while several diamond* 
exceptionally large bave been turned up. 
When the last mail summary was for- 
warded to England, a rumor had reached 
Capo Town ot' two enormous diamonds 
having been discovered. Two diamonds, 
weighing respectively 50 and 54 carats, 
have, without doubt, been found. One, 
we believe, is a very fine gem, of good 
shape; the other, somewhat flawed. The 
discoverers were as startled as any one else 
at their own good luck. In both cases the 
"claims" had promised EO little that the 
majority of those working them had left 
in despair, and had gone elsewhere to try 
their fortunes. Two or three remained as 
a sort of forlorn hope to make one more 
attempt, and were, re warded by turning 
out these large and brilliant gems. 


The editor of the Journal thus graphi- 


cally refers to the report of an eye-witness 
of Parkes' discovery: "Mr. King," he 
says, " had seen and handled hi* dia- 
mond, and went into raptures over its 
splendid qualities. At the time of the find 
Parkes was in a desponding mood, and 
was about to offer his claim for sale, or to 
abandon it. He had been at work for two 
months, and had found nothing worth 
mentioning. However, he resolved upon 
taking a lust dig or two. A most fortu- 
nate resolve! In went the pick, and out 
tumbled-the'diamond. You should have 
seen Mr. King's dramatic representation 
of Parkes'excitement on finding a fortune 
at a stroke. Tho stagger, tha shine, the 
smite on the forehead, end tha scream of 
joy, were admirably imitated by the jolly 
farmer of Bedford.'" 
Besides these two 


monsters, several fine large diamonds have 
been found, two or three of them noted ae 
especially beautiful, one weighing 40 car- 
ats, another 2!)^g, and a third a grain or 
two short of 20. We bear, also, on what 
seems to be good authority, of a stone 
weighing CO carats, of somewhat inferior 
description, having, been purchased from a 
nativo woman for u wagon and a span of 
oxen. The week ending the 27th of Au- 
gnaf went by the name of the " lucky 
week," from the number and quality of 
the stones picked up. This was said to 
have been the most prolific week the Fields 
had seen. The diggers had found as much 
in that one week an they had done in any 
previous month. The proceeds were val- 
ued by some at £50,000, by others at a 
much larger figure. Bat these amounts 
are little mor<> than guesses. 


There is of course, no general register 


kept of the diamonds, found, and we are 
told that no concern is shown to make pub- 
lie small, or even ordinary finds. We only 
hear of the large stones. A register is, it 
is true, kept on the mining grounds at 
Pniel, but except an exceptional entry, 
suoh as the lucky Wednesday (the 24th), 
when fifty diamond a were found, we hear 
little of it* contents. In our last number 
we alluded to tbe large diamond export by 
mail steamers nro satisfactory evidence of 
the [substantial success of the diggings. 
We have not the exact figures before us, 
but we believe that both the Good Hope, 
which sailed on the 17th, and the Roman, 
which coie'iys this summary, have parcels 
of great value on board. The Good Hope 
carries to tho value of £18,000, and the 
Roman to a still larger amount. To our 
knowledge a considerable number have not 
been sent home, while others, are carried 
by tbeir owners, and never figure in the 
customs report. 


As to the other1 way of estimating the 


success of the Fields—namely, the luek 
which,.attends individual diggers, or the 
digging community as a whole—in less 
than two months tho population has been 
increased from 500 to 0,000, and the cry ij 
still they come; some on foot;~some in 
spring carts, well equipped, with food and 
implements; others in scrubby vehicles 
without H cover—all making for tbe new 
mine of South African wealth. A few of 
the travelers go alone, with one or two na- 
tive servants, others in family parties, 
tome in small joint-stock companies. They 
are all sorts and sizes', and all descriptions; 
some aro clerks, 
somo laborers, some 


tradesmen. Our readers can judge how 
many are likely to be successful among a 
motley, heterogeneous crowd, pursuing an 
industry peculiarly uncertain, and involv- 
ing very hard work. We believe that 
companies, properly organized, with a 
good staff of workmen, are likely to be ul- 
timately fortunate, ond sneh are already 
being formed with every prospect of suc- 
cess. The correspondent before alluded to 
sayp: "At Daggerboer's Nek I heard a 
good deal about the great party which 
started' 'from that place some time ago, 
under Captain Frisby. Tho venture—a 
join*, stock affair—absorbed a capital of 
$3,000. This is a business as well as a dig- 
ging party, and good accounts bave been 
received of the prospects of the specula- 
tion."

WHOI.B ISLAND OP SILVER ON THE 


KOHTH SHORE—MILLIONS BEING TAK- 
EN OUT—THE MOST REMARKABLE DIS- 
COVERT OK THE AGE. 


From the Dululb Mtnneeotiun, Oct. 29. 


We have before alluded to the Silver Is- 


land of the north shore of L%ke Superior, 
in tho British Possessions, just below 
Thunder Cape, and some fifteen miles be- 
yond Fort William. 
The island is quite 


small in dimensions—say 100 feet by 40— 
and the most of it is submerged at high 
water—a small part at one end is about 8 
feet above the lake level. This island was 
entered by the Montreal Mining Company 
as a part of a tract embracing 108,000 
acres, and the island was subsequently 
purchased of them by Cipt. Wm. B. Frew 
(formerly of Portage Lake, and Superin- 
tendent of the South Pewabic copper mine) 
for himself 
and associates, including 


among them M»jor Sibley, of New York, 
a brother, we think, of General Sibley of 
St. Paul. 
Tbo W on treat Mining Compa- 


ny first made the dircovery that the island 
contained hilver, and by their agents sunk 
a shaft on the island; but these knew lit- 
tle or nothing about mining, and the water 
coming in upon them, further working of 
their mine wa<* abandoned as useless. 
It 


was only last summer that dipt- Frew and 
hia company completed their bargain with 
the Montreal Company for the island, and 
secured it by paying, or agreeing to 
par, 
$250,000 
for 
the 
entire 


103,000 acres. They wi-nt immediately 
to work at improving the mine in a "work- 
manlike manner." 
Their first stop was to 


surround the island with cribn of timber, 
filled with stone, to serve an a breakwater 
and an icebreaker; and within these cribs 
a cofferdam waa built, and puddled with 
clay, having the effect of making the 


whole interior of the island nearly water- 
tight, at lettt from the intrusion* of the 
lake. The next step -was to eet np two 
large syphon pumps, worked by steam, 
by which the inside was pumped dry,. or 
nearly BO, and it hag since been found that 
a very little working of the pump* daily 
keeps the island free of water entirely. 
Then they went -'to work laying bare the 
vein ; and now have exposed seventy feet 
in length, and find it to be a true fiisnro 
vein, with perpendicular walls — the vein 
of silver matrix being calcereonsspar with 
some little quartz intermixed. The vein 
is eight feet wide, and eye-witnesses from 
there state that for one-quarter of this 
width it will average seventy per cent, of 
pure Hlver. On the first trial, after the 
water was gotten out, six men took out 
135,000 worth cf silver in four days ; and 
up to the latest accounts the working has 
been continued at about this rate. Already 
133 barrels of native silver, estimated to 
be worth $75,000 to $100,000, have teen 
shipped. The yield of the mine, com- 
puted by the ton, is not less than' a dollar 
to the pound ! The mine employs now 
forty men, and the Company will increase 
their force immediately. 


The "royalty" paid on this to the Eng- 


lish government is quite small— riot ex- 
ceeding one-twentieth. 
Eye witnesses of 


intelligence, judgment, and experience re- 
port that Capt. Frew will 'probably take 
mt of eilver, up to (he opening of naviga- 
tion next spring, from $1,000,000 to $3,- 
300,000 in money valua! The eteamec 
Ueteor.couveyed down the lakes, on her 
:rip before last, 62 barrels of silver. This 
Silver Island is no humbug, but an actual 
' 
ir, in which the most wonder- 
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ful results have.alrcady been obtained, and 
all bide fair to make it in yield and rich- 
ness the most remarkable mining discov- 
ery in this country for many years. Some 
masses of silver went down on tho Meteor 
arger and heavier than a man conld'lift. 
A part of the ulond vein, eay two feet of 
the eight feet in width, 'is .wonderfully 
rich, and it is from this portion that the 
large silver magtes are extracted. Other 
rich mines of silver are reported as having 
wen found on the main north shore in 
the range of the Silver Island, and Capt. 
Hodaon, of Portage Lake, has gone east to 
organize a company to work them.

ANOTUER MOB IN SOUTHElUf INDIANA 


Southern Indiana has again been made 


the theatre of mob violence. The case in 
xiint is the hanging of two men by the 
vigilance committee of Orange county. 
f he particulars are as follows: 


loiat Wednesday nieht six men went to 


;he residence of John Fieher, near Orleans, 
3range county, and battered down the 
door with a rail. They entered the house 
and demanded Fisher's money, threateni- 
ng him and his wife and children -with 
instant death if any resistance was made. 
Under this threat Fisher delivered him 
the money— $150. After the robbers left 
Fisher gave the alarm, and pursuit was 
immediately made. 


On Saturday Pickard and Tongate wero 


captured. On Tuesday they were taken 
to Orleans for a preliminary examination, 
when they were both identified by Fisher, 
and, in default of bail, were remanded to 
iail. They left Orleans about ten o'clock 
last night, in charge of a posse of twenty- 
5ve men. When abovt four miles from 
3rleans, and about crossing the last river 
Dridife, about ono hundred disguised and 
well-armed and well-organized men rode 
out of j some woods tad t .ok the prisoners 
from the escort, and, with scarcely a mo- 
ment's delay, the ropes were placed around. 
the necks of the two unfortunates, their 
feet knocked from under them, and the 
two bodies were left swinging to the rail- 
ing of the bridge. 


The pccne is described as a fearful and 


teart-sickening one. The guards were or- 
dered to stand aside, and the trembling 
robbers begged for mercy or time to pre- 
pare for the stern realities awaiting them, 
but the vigilante knew no such word as 
mercy. The bodies hung as left until this 
morning, when tho coroner ordered them 
cut down. 


Pickard'e remains were taken to his 


borne in Green county by his brother, who 
was a witness of this fearful tragedy. 
Poor Tongate's remains have not been call- 
ed for, and he will probably be buried by 
the county. 
Two mora of the robbers 


were arrested in Green couuty to-day, and 
ire to bo taken to New Orleans for a pre- 
liminary examination, and it is feared they 
will share the same fate of their comrades. 


The excitement throughout Orange 


county and the southern part of the State 
is intense. 
|Some reports say these men are a rem- 
nant of the old Reno gang, while others 
say they are part of a well organized, and . 
formidable gang making their bate in 
Green county. 


Pickard and Tongate have been long 


known in this part of Indiana as bad char- •' 
actcrs. Tongate robbed an express officer . 
some time ago, at Lancaster, Indiana, but 
for want of sufficient proof was discharged . 
upon a preliminary examination. 
This ' '' 


man was not, however, clearly identified 
by Fisher, the man for whose robbery he 
has paid the death penalty. 
Pickard was 


identified and from his person was taken 
all the money of which Fieher had been/ 
deprived. 
The other four men who are 


accused of participation in the robbery 
have been arrested and arc new on their 
way to Orleans, over the Louisville, New 
Albany und Chicago railroad. It is be- 
loved they will be dispatched as were 
Pickard and Tongate. — Indiana Paper.

Lecture by Rev. J. G. Fitnam. 


YfTOMIXQ TERRITORY—ITS MATERIAL RE- 


SOUIiCES, AMD TILE MISSIONARY WORK 
TUEIIE. 
Pursuant to notice, Rev. Mr. Fitnam 


made an address last evening at the school 
room of St. James Memorial Church, at 
the close of tho weekly lecture of the Rec- 
tor. Mr. Pardon in introducing the speak- 
er, warmly commended the mission work 
in which Mr. Fitnam was engaged, as 
worthy of all Christian, sympathy and sup- 
port. 


Mr. Fitnam opened by remarking on 


the missionary cause and effect as one of 
the truest evidences of Christianity, whose 
final precept was, "Go into all the world, 
and preach the Gospel to every creature.' 
Within the last ten years this injunction 
of Our Saviour has been fulfilled in 
a remarkable manner by the Episco- 
pal branch of the Christian Church, 
in _the dissemination and preaching of 
Christianity in our Western Territories, 
tho Episcopal Church being the pioneer 
and leading denomination in this work. 
Beginning 
at 
Omaha, and proceeding 


along tha line of tho Pucifio Railroad fora 
thousand miles, there is scarcely a town in 
which the Episcopal Church has not been 
established and.iu which it has not been 
the pioneer. In every town in Wyoming 
Territory it has been tho first to hold 
Divine service and to erect church buil- 
dings, with a single exception, that of 
Rawling Springs, where the Srst church 
was Presbyterian, though tho first sef 
vice in it was by an Episcopal Minister. 
In March, 1870, the speaker went as the 
first Missionary t o tbo gold regions of the 
Sweet Water country, so called, of Wy- 
oming Territory, where ho Inbored almost 
six months until compelled by Indian 
raids 
aiid massacres to abandon tho 


country. Out of fifteen deaths in that one 
settlement during thpt period, ten of tho 
persons were killed by Indians, three by 
white men. one died in the act of blas- 
pheming on the streets, and the only 
natural death was the case of a woman who 
died of heart disease. 


So frequent were the Indian raids and tho 


consequent apprehension and panic in- 
spired, that in the space of six months, the 
population of thase settlement* declined 
from 2,500, to about 400 or 500. In the 
last raid, tho Indians made a .clean sweep 
and capture of about a hundred head of 
horses and mules. Mining is the princi- 
pal occupation of the people, tho miners 
as a class will compare favorably with tho 
laboring classes of this section. The min- 
ing is quartz, mining principally requring 
largo capital to carry them on, one mine 
at Hamilton City having bean sold for 
$100,000. Tho Cirissa mine, owned by a 
Mr. Roberts, a Mormon, produced in 18C9 
$35,000 net profits'.and the anticipated pro- 
fits this year will be double. There are in 
that neighborhood, Gulch mines, but not 
of a sufficient value to justify immigra- 
tion in view of the risk of Indian distur- 
bances. The product of these mines has 
mngcd from five to twenty-five dollars a 
day to a man. 
The npeaker's location 


since 
the 
first 
of 
September 
has 


been at Carbon, a point on the Union and 
Pacific road, CS8 miles west of Omaha. 
At Carbon, tho great coal field commence?, 
extending SOO miles further westtoEvans- 
ton. Tho coal is a species of lignite, in- 
ferior only to charcoal for all purposes for 
which coal can be used. 
Teats have been 


made, revealing seventy-two per c°nt of 
carbon and free from any truce of sulphur. 
By actunl experiment, one ton of this <oM 
will run a locomotive seventy miles, while 
the same quantity of Lehijjh coal will run 
a locomotive but forty miles. The yield 
of gas to the ton is ten thousand cubic 
feet, while the yield of the best bitumin- 
ous coal at Pittsburgh is not more than 
eight thousand feet. Another of the great 
mineral products of this country is iron ; 
there ore a large number of iron moun- 
tains in different parts of tho territory. 
In what is known us tlio Cliang Water 
county, recent discoveries of iron ore have 
been 
make 
of 
incalculable 
value

iron. 


For at least ten miles tqtmre, the region is 
literally covered with hillocks some two 
or three hundred feet high, of this iron 
ore. The distance is only lo miles distant 
from Laramie City. On the western bor- 
der of the territory there have also been 
discovered oil .springs anJ evidences of oil 
deposit. No wells ha\v, however, been 
sunk to any depth. Among the riches of 
the earth is the celebrated moss "gate, now 
so popular for jewelry of every descrip- 
tion, as well as rubier and other gems.

The machine shops of 
the C. A & St. L. R. R. were put up in 
Bloomington in 1859, since which time

The Illinois Central put shops in Cham- 
paign in 1858, 
since which time the 


increase of her population has been

C. C. & I. road wero built at Logansport 
(Ind.) by Mr. Young, in I860, at a cost to 
tho citizens of $200,000, have since in- 
creased her population 0,000. Mr. Young 
also put up the Fort Wayne (Ind.)shops in 
1850 at a cost of $200,000 to the citizens, 
and the increa'8 of population has been

Monthly Affri cultural. Report. 


We have received from the Commission- 


er of Agriculture, the regular monthly re- 
port upon the condition of tho crops for 
the month, of October. 


Tho report states that the wheat crop of 


1870 is materially less in quantity than 
that of 18C9, espscially in those States 
which grow this cereal largely. The re- 
duction is accounted for by a loss of plants 
during unfavorable weather at tho time 
of germination, and early growth of win 
tnr varieties, followed by an open and 
somewhat variable winter ; and to these 
conditions of ill-success was added a drouth 
in some localities during tho summer. In 
several of the Eastern and Southern States 
an increase in production is reported, but 
the decrease in the aggregate from last 
year is estimated at about twenty per 
cent. 


Tbo average quality of the crop is re- 


ported better than in 18G9. Such we 
know is the case in very many portions of 
the northwest; but the report says that in 
portions of the eastern Slates, and in New 
York, the grain was shriveled by dry 
weather. In Pennsylvania and Maryland 
tho excessive moisture and high tempera- 
ture of June were untimely, inducing dis- 
ease and causing imperfect development. 
In Virginia, the quality is variable, in 
some places superior, in others injured by 
heavy rain while in bloom, some fields 
suffering from the. midge, while occasional 
injuries were sustained in the stock from 
wet weather. In the southern whoat bel1, 
including the taulo-londs of North Caroli- 
na and Tennossaee, tho quantity was in 
excess of the crop of 18C9, but the quality 
was injured extensively by rains butweeu 
cutting and threshing, though many coun- 
ties report superiority in, quality. 
Smut 


proved troubleaamo among careless farm- 
ers. 
Throughout Ohio und the upper 


Mississippi States, there is an uuusually 
large proportion of No. 1 wheat. 
'Tha Rappahannook variety of winter 
wheat is mentioned aa succeeding well 
generally throughout the South unil West, 
and also in some of tho territories. 


The sowitigof fall wheat in Indiana and 


Ohio, or at least in portions of thoso States, 
was delayed on account of dry weather, 
and much of tho grain ia slow in germin- 
ation. It appears, alto, that the fly h is 
begun its ravages iu sorao places, while in 
others the army worm has appeared. 


Tho corn crop is reported 11 full one, 


and the best iu ten years. Thu report says 
that the States of the great corn rogion, 
including thoso bordering on tho yroat 
lakes, and on tho Ohio and Mississippi 
rivers, have, without exception, made 
either a full or a large crop. Illinois, the 
cornfield of the Union, estimated by this 
Department to have an acreage in maizu 
of 5,237,000 in 1S59, figures which prove 
to be three per cent, below r.ither than 
above tho actual returns, of as.iessors for 
that year, has this year fully U,000,OCO of 
acres in corn — an area larger than that of 
tho State of New Hampshire. At tho low 
estimate of U5 bushels, per acre tho pro- 
duct will roach 240,000,UOO bushels. There 
arc intelligent men who estimate nearly a 
million more for tho acreage of Illinois, au 
average yield cf 37 pushels, and a total 
product of 250,000,000 bushels. 
The crop 


him ripened unusually early without in- 
jury from frost, and is remarkably sound, 
with tho exception of injury from drouth, 
as in Eastern Massachusetts, where soma 
fields were cut up for fodder, and in Vir- 
ginia, \vhero ft portion overwhelmed by 
the floods were rendered unfit for tho uso 
of man or beast. Excessive rains have 
wrought injury in bomo parts of the 
South, :md iu tho ^Missouri Valley, where 
the rains of September have been very 
abundant; in' Nebraska, the rain fjll for 
the month being seven inches. 


With regard to other grains, it appears 


that rye gives a somewhat smaller yield 
than in 18(i8. It is grown for pasturage 
in tho Southern States more extensively 
than usual. In quality the grain is gen- 
erally good. Oats aru not generally eo 
productive ns last year, except in tho 
South, in Michigan and New Jersey. 
There is, also, a liko depreciation, in qual- 
ity, in most quarters. An average quality 
i» reported from New Jersey, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Arkansas, West Virginia, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Michigan, and 
Iowa. 


The aggregate product of barley uppcars 


to bo less thvin in ISO 
1.). The only excep- 


tional States are Georgia, Tenne-see, West 
Virginia, Kentucky, luw.i, and Nebraska. 
The quality in the \Yest- is generally good; 
below an average in the Atlantic States. 
and scarcely an average in the southwest, 
where it is grown to a very limited ex- 
tent.^ 


The only States yielding full crops of 


buckwheat are Tennessee, Kentucky, Mie- 
•*ouri, Illinois, Iowa, Minnesota, Kansas 
and Nebraska. The aggregate ia lees than 
usual. 


Potatoes exhibit a considerable reduc- 


tion in yield, which is below an average in 
all of the Atlantic States to Virginia, in- 
clusive, and in all Western Stated north of 
the Ohio river, the depreciating ranging 
from fifteen to forty-four per cent. The 
crop has licen an average one in West 
Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee and Ar- 
kansas. Some 'reduction, in quantity is 
experienced on the Pacific coast. The 
sweet potato crop is comparatively a largo
